The guns en the Dmfadnought Dela­ 
ware completely destroyed the old 
battleship Ban Marcos, formerly the 
Texas, visible above the surface of 
Chesapeake bay, at Tangier sound, 
where she was suuk last spring by 
the guns of the New Hampshire.

The Belief Persists in Gary That the 


Man w h o Caused Arrests^of City Of­ 


ficials 
on 
Charges 
of 
Accepting 


Bribes Was a Detective Instead of 
Agent For Heating Plant, No Such 
Company Being Found. 


Gary, Ind., Sept. ll.—In the minds of 
the people of Gary suspicion that 
T. E. Dean, supposed president of the 
Dean Heating and Power company of 
Louisville, Ky., who caused the arrest 
of Mayer Thomas E. Knotts and six 
other officials of Gary on charges of 
bribe taking, is an operative in the 
employ of the Burns detective agency, 
now amounts almost to a certainty. 
Inquiries made in Louisville reveal 
the fact that there is no Dean Heating 
and Power company there. This fact, 
as well as the careful methods em­ 
ployed by Dean, which were exactly 
the same as those used by the Burns 
men in the Ohio and San Francisco 
graft cases, lends an air of truth to 
the belief. Dean has disappeared from 
Gary. 
Besides marking carefully all the 
money which h$ claims he gave to the 
city officials, Dean declared he took 
all the suspected officials with him to 
Chicago on a pleasure trip several 
weeks ago, and that all of them ex­ 
cept Alderman Emerson Bowser rent­ 
ed safety deposit boxes for their share 
of the loot. 
He says he has receipts 
for these boxes in the handwriting of 
tho officials. 
Sheriff Thomas Grant has $1G,000 in 
marked bills in the 
First National 
bank at Crown Point. 
Five thousand 
dollars of this is alleged to have come 
from Mayor Knotts and the rest from 
the other accused officials. This mon­ 
ey. with the exception of the $5,000 
in marked bills which Dean is alleged 
to have paid Knotts on receiving the 
signed franchise, was paid to the offi­ 
cials, according to Dean, in the Gary 
hotel, in., his room, where he had a 
dictograph concealed. 
The town is divided over the ques­ 
tion of the officials’ guilt. There have 
been several near riots between the 
partisans of the two factions, and sev­ 
eral men were hurt. The accused offi­ 
cials deny there is anything to Dean’s 
charges. 
They declare it is simp!; a 
plot fostered by their political enemies 
to ruin them. 
‘‘It is all a frame-tjp,” Mayor Knotts 
said. "There is not one w*ord of truth 
in it. 
There is a lying bultell around 
here, who have been trying to fasten 
everything on me, from the blowing 
up of the Maine on down. 
We will 
hdve no trouble in clearing ourselves 
from this absurd charge, and then Mr. 
Dean may himself face a charge of ma­ 
licious prosecution.” 
Considerable doubt is expressed in 
Gary as to whether C. A. Grenwald, 
prosecuting attorney of Lake and Por­ 
ter counties, will prosecute the cases 
of the mayor and other officials if they 
are brought to trial. In the other graft 
cases Greenwald never has acted, and 
the court has had to appoint special 
prosecutors. 
Greenwald sayi that if lie prosecutes 
anybody it will be Dean, because ii 
the bribe-taker is guilty the bribe 
giver is even more so.

It seems as if it was in­ 
vented just to annoy the surety com­ 
panies which insure against loss by 
forgery. 
The operator has been so cocksure 
of the safety for himself and of his 
little scheme that he has not bothered 
to take precautions which would mean 
extra trouble for himself. 
All the for­ 
geries that he has already uttered sim­ 
ply called for the signature* of an offi­ 
cer in some firm, a rubber stam p such 
as firms stam p their firm names on 
checks with, a pen, and not much ink. 
He did not even bother to duplicate 
the checks which the firms used, but 
took any old check with the bank’s 
nam e on it. 
Generally it was just a 
desk check, such as any one can get 
from the writing tables of a bank. 
Six months ago he 
tried out his 
scheme for the first time. 
This was 
just a feeler, and was o n lv jo r $775. 
He stamped it with his rubber st ami), 
and he forged it with the name cf an 
officer in a commercial house here in 
New York. 
Then he made it payable 
to an out-of-town bank and walked 
confidently into a bank here in the 
city. 
He asked th at it be indorsed 
The pc” mg taller saw that the firm 
had that much money and a few’ hun­ 
dred thousand more on deposit, the 
signature seemed all right, and the 
fact that it was payable to another 
bank mad 
him think it was an ordi­ 
nal v transaction with a man who had 
an account in the other bank, so he 
indorsed it without a thought. 
Then 
the forg r hied himself from town, de­ 
posited the check in another bank and 
very shortly after demanded his mon­ 
ey. 
The bank would have to pay, as 
the chedk had been certified by a bank 
which was a m em ber of the New York 
cleaving house, and when he got the 
money be came back to New York to 
look for more of the sam e sort of 
money. 
He got It, too; five checks 
have come to light which he has work­ 
ed through in the sam e way, and in 
each case has deposited out of town. 
The other checks he has sent through 
in this way are ail on New York bus 
iness houses, not allied to each other, 
and caught one for $800, another for
